County Coroner Gene Turloy 
innocent of battery and disturb- 
ing the peace in connection with 
a February scuffle with skate- 
boarders at the 'Lynwood 
Shopping Center. 


The jury of five women ond 
one man took 1 hour and 10 min- 
utes to reach its verdict, which 
cleared Turley of any criminal 
...wrongdoing iti. the confrontation 
and fight trith one of the skaters. 
Turley, the county’s part-time 
coroner, works fuli-dme as man- 
ager of Gem State Security, 
which was under contract, with 
the Lynwood mall at die dmc of 


the incident. 
The mall has 
since fired 
Gem State 
Security. 

J “We're grat- 
^itied with the 
jury and very 
pleased with 
the verdict,” 
said Turley's 
Gena Turley lawyer, Keith 
Roark, who 
did not say more, dting a pending 
civ’il lawsuit. 


“It’s just six peopic’.s opinion.” 
said Sarah Hoy, the mother of 
skater AustinHoy. “Just because 
. a jury found him not guilty 
doesn’t make liim innocent.” 

The misdemeanor charges 
arose from the Feb. 16 confronta- 
tion betweert Turley and Austin 
Hoy in the rear parking lot of the 
Lynwood mall. 

That afternoon Austin Hoy and 
four other teen agers were skat- 
ing in the parking lot and on tlie 
Steps of one of the buildings, even

Gay doctor, booted from military, 
refuses to repay medical training 


Clinton seeks to ease 
allies’ defense worries

' SAN FRANCISCO — In 
cxi^ongc for a four-year comiiiit^ 
ment to the Air Force, Dr, John 
Hcnsala got top-flighc medical 
training at Northwestern 
University and Yale, unburdened 
by the costs of tuition and books. 

Then, seven months before the . 
psychiatrist was (o report for full- 
time military duty, he announced 
to his superiors that he is gay. 

He was promptly discharged 
■■and biUed $7D,000 Tof’lhe'cost of' 
hiseducadoa 

The military has made similar 
demands of dozens of other gays 
who have been ousted. But 
Hcnsala Is .challenging the' 
demand for reimbursement in 
court, in what could be the first 
such lawsuit against the 
Pcocagon. 

The Air Force said Hensala 
deliberately timed his announce- 
ment to get out of his military 
obligation. 

But Hcnsala, 35, said he did not 
kiiow he w^ gay when he signed

In 1906, before the military’s 
"don't ask. don't tell" policy, 
Hcnsala entered the Armed 
Forces Health Professions 
Sciiolarship Program. In exchange 
for tuition, Hcnsala served 20 
weeks of active duty over four 
“years. 

He corned a medical degree at 
Northwestern Univeraty. The Air 
Force agreed to defer his active 
duty service during his three-year 
' residency at Yale, and then put it 
off again while he took a two-year 
fellowship in diild psychiatry at 
the University of California at San 
Francisco. • 

Finally, in 1994, the Air Force 
told him that his four years of 
active duty would have to begin 
the following year. 

Days later, after he hired a

Man holding 
kids, teachers 
demands flight 

WASSERBILUG, Luxembourg . 
(AP) - A man armed with a 
grenade, pistol and knife held 29 
children and three teachers at a 
preschool early today. He had 
released eight children earlier 
and demanded a plane to Libya. 

Thirty-seven children, none 
older than, 7, were taken hostage, 
in mid-aftumoon Wednesday, by 
the 40-year-oId man in Wasscr- 
billig, near tlic Germany border. 

Negotiators evcniually per- 
suaded him to release eight of 
the children, said Victor 
Schlcntz of the Luxembourg 
police. 

As the standoff entered its sec- 
ond day today, more chan 130 
police had taken positions around 
the sdiool, and a dozen German 
police were ready to help nearby. 

'Tile situation i.s stable; wc arc 
still in contact with the hostage 
taker,” regional police director 
Joseph Schmit said early today.

“If not properly managed, titat 
land application could smell pret- 
ty bad. I chink the company 
needs to be mindful so it doesn’t 
end up like that," McAlindin 
said. “But I’m sure WcsiFarm 
Foods will be a good community 
dcizcn. Ccnainly it’s going lo be 
(an economic) boost to die entire 
area, particularly to Jerome 
County.” 

WestForm Foods offidoLs have 
said their plant would not create 
an odor problem. 

Lewis Eilers, director of the . 
Idaho Dairymen’s Association, 
said he is not at all worried about 
any odor from the plant 

He said the milk received by 
cheese plants is pasteurized to 
kill microbes and then con- 
densed. 'These days, nvo-ihirds of 
the resulting water is used not foi 
cheese but for facility sanitation 
and other uses. That relatively 
clean water is what would then 
be applied on land, he said. 

“'That’s the way companies 
work today because the higher 
yield you can get from the milk 
the more you save'oh'~cxpeiiSei," 
Eilers said. “'That cheese plant is ' 
not going to smell. If they were

'Poll: Gay 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Just 
over half of Americans say gay 
" touples should not be allowed to 
''marry, according lo an 
Associated Press poll. But just 
as many say gay partners should 
■have some legal rights of a mor> 
ried couple - such as inheri* 
tance, Social Security^ benefits 
' and hcfl Ith insurance. 

More women than men feel 
gay marriage is OK. So do more 
Democrats than Republicans, 
more young people than old, 
more people who feel gays are 
bom with that sexual orienta* 
don. 

Jeanne McFarlone, a 57-year- 
old retiree from Plantation in 
south Florida, said in an inter- 
view, "The ideal of marriage is 
family, and a child needs both 
sexes to be brought up proi>cr- 
ly.” But she also said gay part- 
ners should get typical benefits. 

The poll, conducted for the 
AP by ICR’ of Media, Pa., found 
that 51 pcrc^t were opposed to 
allowing gay couples to marry, 
while 34 percent approved. 

Half the respondents were 
asked the question a bit differ- 
ently — whether they approved 
of allowing gays to form a 
"domestic partnership” that 
would give them the ri^ts and 
benefits of opposite-sex mar- 
riage. 

In that question, which did 
not refer to "gay marriage,” the 
number that approved allowing 
such a relation^P grew slightly 
to 41 percent while the opposi- 
tion was almost half. 

The AP poll found that at 
least half of Americans support 
the rights of gays to receive 
health insurance (53 percent), 
Sodal Security benefits (50 per- 
■«ent) and inheritance (56 per- 
cent) from their partners.

Microsoft files final brief against breakup

SEATTLE (AP) - Microsoft 
Corp. Wednesday filed its final 
legal brief in a londmoric antitrust 
battle, offering o rebuttal to the 
government’s revised plan to 
break it up. \Ccrosoft offered tes- 
timony from several executives of 
other companies, who share its 
belief that a breakup would be 
injurious to the economy. 

The company's filing, which 
came after the financial markets 
dosed in the cost, indtfdcd revi- ■ 
sions to the government’s 
breakup proposal. According to 
an e-mail from Microsoft 
spokesman Jtm Cullinon, the new 
changes "were designed to cor- 
rect the ambiguity and vague- 
ness” of the plan. 

Microsoft has vehemently 
opposed a proposal by the Justice 


Department to split the company 
into two competing entities. 

On Wednesday, Cullinon said, 
"Wc arc offering these edits witli 
the obvious caveat that wc do not 
believe that such an extreme and 
damaging remedy would be sus- 
tained by the appellate process.” 

Microsoft filed a brief dis- 
cussing its “offer of proof,” wliich 
had been filed hurriedly a week 
ago, as U.S. District Judge 
Thomas Penftcld Jackson wu.s 
about to dose die case. That filing 
outlined proposed testimony from 
company co-founder Bill Gates 
and other wimcsscs. T>ic govern- 
ment, in its revised filing two days 
later, called it an eleventh-hour 
ploy. 

In its filing Wednesday, 
Microsoft offered the lop execu- 


tives of Compaq, DreamWorks 
SKJ and J.D. Edwards Se Co. as 
potential witnesses who likely 
will never be called in die case. 

The company also said in its 
additional “offer of proof" that 
Jeffrey Katzenberg of 
DreamWorks and Michael 
Ka pell as of Compaq, among oth- 
ers, would testify as to the nega- 
tive effects a Microsoft breakup, 
would have on their companies 
and industries. 

Shares of Microsoft fell 81.3 
cents to $62,563 in regular trad- . 
ing on the Nasdaq Stock Market. 

Jackson had (pven the govern- 
ment until last Friday to issue its 
revised plan, and two business 
days for Microsoft to respond. A 
ruling could come any time after 
Jackson receives Microsoft's 


response, r 

Microsoft had asked die judge 
for as long as six months to gath. 
er evidence and depose wimesses 
that would dispute the Justice 
Department’s ’assertion that a 
breakup is the best way to 
reverse die damage done by the 
behavior that Jackson found to 
be uniawful and andcompetidve. 

The Justice Department and 17 
of the 19 states that sued 
Microsoft for antitrust violations 
recommended last month that 
the company be broken into two 
pieces - one that would own and 
market the Windows operating 
systems, and another that would 
control all other Miriosoft soft- 
ware, including the popular 
Office suite and the company's 
Internet holdings.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - It looks 
like the end of the line for Los 
Angeles’ dream of a world-class 
subway system. 

On June 24, the latest, 63-milc 
leg of the Metro Rail subwuy will 
open, linking downtown with the 
crowded San Fernando Volley. 

And there it ends, perhaps per- 
■ mancncly. After decades of scan- 
dals, political squabble^-lnwsuiis. 
cost overruns and the cracking of 
the star-studded pavement on 
Hollywood Boulevard in 1995, Los 
Angeles County voters in 1998 
banned further use of local tax 
money for .subways. 

Slate and federal transportation 
money usually require local 
matching funds. So for the fore- 
seeable future, Los Angeles’ 
underground system will be just 
17.4 miles long, or six miles short- 
er than originally plaruicd. 

At 54.5 billion, or about $259 
million per mile, it will be perhaps 
the costliest subway system in 
US. history. 

"This really was the last,” said 
Laura Chick, a City Council- 
woman representing portions of 
the San Fernando Valley. 

The dream was for a 200-nulc 
network of subway and rail lines 
to free Southern Cwfomia drivers 
from freeway gridlock in the land 
where the car is king. Rldcrship 
was projected at nearly 300,000 
people a day. Voters approved 
several rax increases to pay for it.

Project aims to determine burial 
fate of outlaw famed Jesse James 


GRANBURY, Texas (AP) - 
Aciing utuler court orders, certie* 
lery crewmen moved aside a 
hefty headstone this week and 
dug up the remains of a man who 
died in 1951 and is said to h.ave 
claimed he was the legendary 
oiiiiaw Jesse James. 

The history books say James 
was shot in the back and killed by 
Boh Ford, a member of his own 
gang, on April 3, 1882, in St. 
Joseph; Mo, 

But people in Granbury have 
daimed'for years that James sur- • 
vived, assumed the name of J. 
Frank Dalton and eventually 
moved here, where he is buried 
under a gravestone that reads 
"Jesse Woodson Jomes" and 
includes the inscription, 
“Supposedly killed in 1882." 

If the man buried in Gmnbuiy 
is the real Jesse James - which 
other experts doubt - it would 
.mean he managed to fake his 


death and live to the age of 104. 
“This is certainly a historic day, a 
historic rhoment,” said Steven J. • 
Reid, an attorney for Jesse 
Quanah James and Charles A. 
James, two. men, who claim to l>e 
James' gnmdsons. “We hope it’s 
an opportunity to provide some 
additional information on the life 
and legend of Jesse James.” 

A University of California 
anthropologist will perform a 
DNA analysis on the remaims and 
compare it to the ONA of 
Oklahoma City lawyer Robert 
Jackson, a known James descen- 
dant. 

The body buried under James' 
name in 1882 also was cxliumcd, 
in 1995. Sdenrists who examined 
those remains said later that the 
body was most likely that of 
Jomes. But proponents of the 
Dalton theory soy the findings 
were not conclusive. 

James was among the most 


faniuus itutlaw.s of the Old West, 
his exploits sen.sationaIized in 
dime novels. Along with his 
brother Fr.mk, J.nmcs was a mem- 
ber of the feared Quantrill’s 
Raiders during the Civil War. 
After the war. lie joined up with 
some other ftirmer Confederates 
to rob l>;inks and trains. 

While historical documents 
show rliai James was killed by 
Ford in 1882, some people say 
Jamc.s faked hts death to elude 
authorities. 

In Granbury. towns]>cople ore 
said to iiavc suspected Dalton 
was the outlaw, and Dalton sup- 
posedly made the claim himself 
shoniy licfore his death. The leg- 
end flourished because the late ' 
Hood County Sheriff Oran C. 
Baker believed it. 

Baker said he' examined 
Dalton’s body at his death and 
“counted 32 bullet holes from his 
forehead to his ktices.’* 


Study backs dinosaur demise theory 


WASHINGTON (AF) - Dino- 
saurs died (]uickly, snuffed out by 
the impact of 'an asteroid chat 
sunt a wall of fire and death rac- 
ing across North America, an 
analysis of fossils found in 
.Montana and North Dakota con- 
cludes. 

The finding casts doubt on a 
theory the dinosaurs died out 
slowly and that the a.steroid 
impact was simply an end-the- 
misery trauma for an almost- 
vanished species, said Fetor M. 
Sheehan of the Milwaukee 
Fiihlic Museum, first author of 
the study appearing today in the 


Journal Geology. 

Researchers analyzed the 
number and distribution of fos- 
sils across large parts of the two 
stflie.s. 

“What we found suggests that 
the dinosaurs were thriving, tiiac 
they were doing extremely well 
during that time,” Sheehan said. 
“The asteroid impact bought a 
sudden and very abrupt demise 
to species tluit were healthy and 
doing well." 

The research adds weight on 
one side of .a debate among 
experts who study the dinosaur 
and how the huge animals died. 


One group, often calK-d the 
gradualists, believes the 
dinosaurs were slowly living out. 
that they were weak ami begin- 
ning to disappear when the 
asteroid hit. 

William A. Clemens of the 
University of California, 
Berkeley, a leader of the gradu- 
alists. said the Sheehan study- 
fails to prove the asteroid theory 
of dinosaur extinction. 

Sheehan and others iK-licve it 
was the asteroid impact’s alone 
dial killed the dinosiiurs in one, 
swift fiery eruption, followed by 
iveeks of lieep cold.

Feds pay 
liuntersto 
find suspect 

CHARLOTTE, N.C (AP) - The 
FBI is paying outdoorsmen famil- 
iar with the remote mountains of 
western North Carolina to watch 
for si|^5 of scriol bombing sus 
pect ]^c Rudolph, who has clud 
cd a manliunt for more than tw 
years. 

It’s the latest tactic employed 
by authorities, who have had nc 
luck in tracking down, the experi 
cnccd backwoodsman. 

However, since the FBI began 
paying the fees months ago, the 
scouts haven’t been any more suc- 
cessful in finding Rudolph than 
anything else the agents have 
tri^. 

*‘I think it was worthwhile,' 
said Lt. Mike Stevens of the 
North Carolina Wildlife 
Commission, who was 
approached by federal agents lost 
fall to help recruit hunters and 
other outdoorsmen to serve as 
part-time scouts. “They were 
pretty mudi grasping for straws.” 
Stevens said the scouts typical 
ly were paid between $15 and $20 
an hour by the FBL 
“Tlicy wanted to find someone 
who was willing to go up on the 
ridge tops at night and listen,” he 
said. “They only wanted locals 
who knew the lay of the land.” 
Rudolph. 33, is charged in tlu-cc 
Atlanui-urca bombings, inducling 
the 1996 Olympic Park bombing 
in whidi a woman died. 

Inve.stigators also .suspect he 
was Involved in the 1998 explo- 
sion (hut killed a policeman and 
maimed a nurse at the New 
Woman All Women HealUi Care 
clinic in Biiminglram, Ala. Days 
later, Rudolph disappeared into 
the western North Carolina 
wilderness. A $1 million reward 
has been offered for information 
leading to his oirest. 

This is not the first time agents 
have turned to the public for licJp 
ill the Rudolph manhunt. In 1998, 
at the height of the search, the 
Southeast Bomb Task Force 
allowed hunters into the same 
woods agents were searching, in 
hopes the hunters or their dogs 
might find Rudolph. 

More than 200 agents were 
scorching the rugged landscape 
for Rudolph at the time, but now 
the operation is far smaller.

Experts .said the report, com- 
missioned by Mitmesota and fed- 
eral agencies, helped address one 
of the biggest concerns alx>ut wel- 
fare refonn: whether people leav- 
ing the rolls are really better off. 

: “ Tliis is the first study that has 
shown (positive) impacts on fami- 
ly composition, on domc.stic vio- 
lence and on cliildren,” ,s;iid Ron 


Ha.skin.s, staff director of the U.S. 
House Way.s and Means 
Committee panel that rewrote 
welfare laws. 

The Minnesota program, whicli 
ran in seven counties from 1994 
to 1998 before being adopted 
.statewide, was unusual because 
it aimed to simultaneously 
encourage’ work, reduce depen- 
dence on public tissistance and 
reduce jxiverty. 

Over that time, M.OOO welfare 
cases Were randomly sjjlit into 
two groups, one (hat received tra- 
ditional as.sistance and the other 
that was switched to the new pro- 
gram. 

The reform increased employ- 
ment by .15 percent, increased 
earnings hy 2.T percent and 
reduced poverty by 68 percent. 

Nonfinancial factors improved 
as well. By the end of the third 
year, lO.G percent of reform recip- 
ients had gotten married, com- 
pared with 7 percent of parents 
still in the traditional program.

Eritrea and Ethiopia, two of the 
world’s poorest countries, have 
spent hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars arming and manning for the 
conflict. Tens of thousands of 
young men and women fighters 
and civilians have died, with both 
sides claiming to have inflicted 
thousands of casualties in the lost 
19 days alone. 

The sides reached a peace 
accord weeks ago, but it broke 
down May 6 over technicalities of 
implementing it Ethiopia sent its 
artillery, aircraft and infantry 
rolling into Eritrea on May 12, 
saying its forces would stay there 
until they had broken the 
Eritrean army and retaken all 
land claimed along the border. 


MOSCOW (AP) - President 
Vladimir Putin’s plan to strengilt 
cn the central government and 
rein in regional leaders received 
* enthusiastic support Wednesday 
from lawmakers in the lower 
house of parliament. 

“We need a strong, effective 
state, and the presidential bills 
arc aimed at that,” said Boris 
Gryzlov, head of the pro-govern- 
ment Unity group'in the State 
Duma. 

. The three bills proposed by 
Putin are aimed at establishing 
control over provinces that have 
acquired broad autonomy since 
the Soviet collapse. Putin, who 
was elected president in March, 
has said stronger federal controls 
arc essential to fix the ailing 
economy and avert the breakup 
of Russia. 

The first bill would change the 
membership of the upper, house 
of parliomcnt, the Federation 
Council, from regional governors 
and heads of regional legisla- 
tures to appointed, full-time leg- 
islators. The Duma passed it in 
the first reading by a 362-34 
vote. 

The other two bills would 
allow Putin to dismiss elected 
governors and dissolve local leg- 
islatures whose policies arc 
determined by courts to violate 
federal low. "i^cy passed a first 
reading today by smilor margins. 

Putin's plan has been wel- 
comed by many as a sensible 
effort to end the chaos and law- 
lessness that have hampered ' 
Russia’s economic revival.

With pro-Kremlin parties domi- 
nating tile Duma, the hills have 
good prospects for approval. Even 
if the upper house- rejects the 
bilLs. the Duma can .override tluii 
with a two-thirds majority.

The Chechen rebcl.s’ ability to 
pull off such an attack in the 
Rus.sian<omroUed t^ipital was yet 
another sign of their stepped-up 
resistance. 

Eight months after Moscow 
sent its forces into the North 
Caucasus republic to quell rebel 
activity, it is the rebels who 
appear to have die iniuauve, able 
to launch attacks almost any- 
where, analysts said Wednesday. 

The attacks mark a low point 
for Moscow in the war that .start- 
ed late last summer. Chechnya 


had been virtually independent 
since Russian forces withdrew in 
1996 after being fought to a 
standstill by sepanitists. 

But Russia sent ground forces 
back inio Checlinya in Septeinl>er 
after rebels invaded neighboring 
Dagestan and allegedly bombed 
several apartment buildings in 
Rus.sia, killing 300 people. 

The Russian troops won a 
string of victories culminating in 
the capture of Grozny in 
February. Bui they have stalled 
since then, unable to defeat an 
estimaied 3,500 remaining rebels 
in Chechnya's southern moun- 
tains.

A 
moderate conservative, he is 
at tlic other extreme from flamboyant in 
personality and politics. 

But there is one subject on which 
Voinovich is a fanadc. From his years as 
a Cuyahoga County commis-sioner, os 
mayor of Oevdandond'during his two ' 
tenns as governor, Voinovich ha.s made 
him.sclf a pest on the subject of servi^ 
delivcty. His vision of government is 
pretty dniple-an entity that gives the 
people whut they pay for. 

Ir was natural for Voinovich to ask to 
serve on one of the least gl<>n)orous 
Senate committees, Governmental 
Affairs, and to take on the choinnanship 
of its least sexy sulxiommittcc. Oversight 
of Government Management. But as it 
happens, he finds himself in a cridcal 
position at a critical moment. 

As my Washington Post ctdlcague 
Stephen Barr reported recently, "The 
federal government is facing a people 
crisis. Within five yciws, about 30 percent • 
of thegovemmem’s 1.6 million fuU-dme 
employees will be eligible to retire. An 
additional 20 percent could seek early 
rcrircmcm.”

A look at the moral hazards of fighting fires 


I f there is anything Uiat 
economists agree on, it Is 
that incentives matter. In 
other words, people’s ded- 
sions arc affected by the 
rewards or penalties attached to 
each alternative they consider. 
Furthermore, incentives ore 
important whether they arc mone- 
tary or not. 

Media and congressional reac- 
tions to the rcc^t fire that 
destroyed or damaged hundreds 
of bohies in Los Alamos, NJd., 
provide an interesting example of 
non-monctary incentives. They 
also illustrate on important idea in 
economic analysis, that of “moral 
hazard.” Let’s begin with a com- 
mon-sense look at the dreum- 
stances of the nrc'itsclf. 
Government decision.^ affected at 
least two fiictors: how the fire 
started; and wliy the blaze was so 
intense and t^pread so fast. 

Most media reports on the 
fire focus on (he first quc.stion, 
bow it started. Don Rather 
called it “bureaucratic blunder- 
ing.” 

Onlyafcw stories noted the 
more salicM fact that the fire 
burned os notly os it did and trnv- 
- dcdasquicklyasitdidbecauscof 
a dccad^Iong government policy 
of fire suppression. Suppresring 
wildfires allows large quantities of 
. .fuel to build up, practically guar- 
anteeing that any cyen mal fire 
will be abnormally hot. 
Government bashers will juinp up 
in glee and say, “Yes, the govern- 
ment soewed up on both 
accounts.” But that condusion Ls 
superficial and premature. 

Fire suppresson enjoyed near- 
universal public support for 
decade.>L Fud buildup is as seven: 
a problem on privately owned 
lands as on public ones. The real- 
ization (liat fire suppression 
inevitably led to much more 
destructive fires only developed 
in theiast 30 years or so and met 
much resistance. Public and pri- 
vate i^tl managers alike learned 
that the punishments for .starting 
healthy fires, or even letting them 
bum, for outweigh the reward? for 
restoration of ht^thy ecosystem.? 
and avoidance of more catastroph- 
ic fires over the long run. 

Congress' Budget priorities con- 
tribute to this asymmetry. The 
Forest Service and Bureau of 
Land Management arc expected 
to act os if they have a blank 
check forfirefi^ting. to throw all 
the resources they have into 
putting out fires. But Congress 
allocates inadequate amounts for 
forest and range management, 
induding people and equipment 
to, safely carryout prescribed 
burning. The upshot is that 
despite strong sdcntific evidence

tliai we have too few fires on fed- 
eral land's we still have a policy 
bias agolTLSt letting fire play i(.s 
natural and healthy role. 

Reactions to the Los Alamos fire 
ore likidy to accentuate thtii bia.s. 
Public and private foresters once 
again liavcbecn in)presse«l witli 
the fact that a badly managed pre- 
.scril)ed bum will bring condemna- 
tion, punitive disciplinary action.? 
fur individuals and monetary lia- 
bility for the agency or firm 
involved. 

But there will be no similar 


penalties for allowing fuel to accu- 
mulate and forests to become 
armed bombs. 

Congressional and media reac- 
tions to the Ixts Alamos fire 
involve moral lioTord because 
they motivjiie resource managers 
to follow anti-fire policies that ore 
almost guaranteed to result in 
greater losses of public forests 
and private pro(x:ny in the long 
run. 

Incentives do matter, and the 
ones coming out of the Los 
Alamos incident are perverse.

, flotsam, jetsam

Someiimc this summer, one of 
the most popular sights in the 
'■> nighttime sky - the unusually 
bright flares from an Array of 
Iridium communications satel- 
lites -could end. 

Then again, it might not. 

Nine months after the world’s 
first global satellite telephone 
and paging .system, Iridium LLC, 
filed for bankruptcy protection, 
and two month.s after the compa 
ny announced it was ending 
commercial service, tlie 
Minneapolis-based consortium 
IR A.cquisicion Group offered to 
buy the .satellite constellation 
for S61 million, a fraction of its 
e.stimated $4.5 billion cost. 

Before the offer, it had been 
assumed that all the satellites 
would have to Ixj bruuglit down. 

Whether this May 18 offer will 
save the 2-year-old system And 
the flares that have become pop- 
ular with amateur nstronumers 
remains unclear. 

• One thing i.s certain: With the 
- growing demand for space in the 
part of the, Barth’s atmosphere 
called low Barth orbit, the con- 
stellation of 88 satellites can’t 
linger like rusty cars on celestial 
cinder blocks. 

Whatever happens to the 
Iridium satellites, concerns 
about clutter in low Earth orbit 
will probably become ^ore com- 
mon as more companies launcti 
more satellite.s to transmit an 
increasing volume of wireless 
data and voice communication 
truffie. 

'‘Although space is big, low 
Earth orbit really i.sn’i that big, 
and some of the siitcllites in low 
Earth orbit, depending oh their 
ultitude, could stay up tlicre for 
hundreds or Uiousands of years,’’ 
says Robert Hoyt, president and 
chief engineer of Tethers 
Unlimited, a Seattle company 
' exploring how to make decom-' 
missioning sntcllite.<; cheaper 
and easier. “If we jii.st leave 
.stuff up there, wc could eventu- 
ally make low Earth orbit use- 
Ic.ss for future u.ses.” 

Low Earth orbit satellites, ns 
the name impiie.s, circle the 
globe at di.siunces of between 
400 and 700 mile.s, much closer 
than gcosynchronou.s satellites 
sending and receiving TV and 
radio signals, which orbit at 
about 22,300 miles above the 
equator. 

The target area for low Earth 
orbit satellite launches contains 
.some 8,700 objects, according to 
the U.S. Space Command. About 
2,600 of these object.s arc work- 
ing and fionworking salellitcs. 
Another 6,000 or so objects are 
cla.ssified as debris. 

A spokesman for Motorola 
Inc., Iridium’s prime contractor 


and largest investor, would not 
specify how the company plans 
to decommission its saielliics. 

He did .say, however, that until 
the system is either sold or 
decommissioned, the satellites 
would be maintained. 

But even that may be difficult. 

About a dozen of the Iridium 
satellites are tumbling, or no I 
longer in their intended jwsition. | 
Tlicre isn’t much chance they’ll 
crash into each other, those 
familiar with s:itellites s;iy, but a 
tumbling sjitellite can’t easily be 
controlled from Earth. 

“The Iridium satellites have 
thrusters on board, which they 
normally use to maintain their 
orbits and keep them in the 
right position,’’ says Hoyt of 
Tethers Unlimited, who.se com- 
pany is testing a type of satellite 
tether. The tether, e.sscniially a 
long wire, acts like a boat 
anchor. When one end of the 
tetfier is released from the satel- 
lite, it drags a satellite toward 
Earth. 

Under normal circumstances, 
a satellite can be taken out of 
orbit by adjusting the position of 
its on-board thrusters to propel 
it toward Earth, ideally over a 
large body of water.' As Uie satel- 
lite loses altitude, it gains speed 
and eventually falls into the 
denser parts of the Earth's 
atmosphere, where it breaks up 
into small pieces. 

But, without control of the 
craft,_mal^g_^justmcnts to Jts_ 
thriister system is diffici3t,'Hoyt 
says. He suspects some of the 
Iridium constellation indeed will 
remain in space, bccau.se they 
can’t be controlled.

JEROME - A new section of 
Jerome County's bike path sys- 
tem is reaching its final leg. 

Planners met with property 
owners along Tiger Drive 
Wednesday to discuss die path. 

And after Tiger Drive proper- 
ty owner Gertrude Durk was 
assured a path would not 
encroach on her front yards, and 
would instead run across the 
street, she voiced support for 
the idea. 

Durk said she recently saw a 
young child Hding a bike who 
was nearly hit by a car. She was 
glad to hear a trail could make it 
safer for children - and now that 
she knows those children won’t 
be riding on her front lawn, 
she’s satisfied. 

“The officials have been nice 
-and I don’t have any problem 
with the path,” Durk said. 

The bike path will go on the 
cast side of Tiger Drive, and 
away from homeowners’ front 
yards, from Main Avenue to 
Eighth Avenue, said Project 
Manager Mike Pepper. At 
Eighth' Avenue the path will 
cross to the west side of Tiger 
Drive until I6lh Avenue. 

At that point, the trail might 
continue on the west side of 
Tiger Drive to 20th Avenue, or it 
could split and run on both sides 
of the road. The determining 
factor is space. 

If at' all possible, designers 
will try to keep the path togeth- 
er. and not split, Project 
Engineer Brian Smith said. 

The path will be 10 feet wide 
and asphalt. It will be separated 
from the road by at least 5 feet.

BURLEY - After receiving tho 

dty of Burley's plans to move and 
bury irrigation equipment at the 
Burley Municipal Airport, the 
Federal AViadon Administradon 
is also requiring the dty to move 
irrigadon risers 3 V2 feet back 
from their c u rrent locadon. 

That win probably add another 
$1,000 onto the $7,000 csdmatc 
submitted by a local irrigadon 
company hir^ to fix other pro^ 
Icms, City Administrator Mark 
Mitton said. 

FAA regulations require 
objects to be at least 39 V2 feet 
from cither side of the taxiwny’s 
center line, according to a letter 
from the FAA to the city. The 
sprinkler lines at the oirpon ore 


36 feet from the center line. 

The FAA also told the dty to 
make sure all risers in the run- 
way’s object-free area were short- 
enM to less than 3.inchcs. A map 
the dty sent to the FAA, of uB the 
irrigadon risers to be shonened, 
did not appear to indude every 
one in the runway object-free 
area, the letter said. 

The FAA also told tlic dty to 
moke stirc all other objects such 
as rocks, dire mounds and broken 
concrete pieces arc removed from 
the object-free areas. The tadway 
and runway shoulders should also 
be graded smooth and free of tire 
ruts more than 3 inches dc<m, and 
oil pavement edges should not 
exceed 3 inches in height, the 
FAA said. 

The FAA approved the dry’s 
other remedies, which include 


moving sprinklers and T-valvcs on 
the south end of one runway back 
250 feet from rtinway center line. 

FAA money is not available in 
the current budget year, accord, 
ing to die letter, but money might 
become available in the 2000-01 
budget. The dty had hoped the 
FAA could help with the costs 
liecausc the airpon had lieen in 
compliance until the FAA 
changed its rcguladons. 

Certain violations had been 
discovered in a 1998 compliance 
inspection, but the FAA didn’t 
take scriou.s action until a local 
pilot complained to the federal 
agency earlier this yeax.s

Federal land managers defend prescribed 
bums at wild fire sirmmit as critical strategy 


Energy Department says it may miss key 
deadline under nuclear waste deal with Idaho 


■ RENO, Nev. (AP) - Forest 
Service officials and the head of 
the Bureau of Land Management 
defended ' prescribed burns 
Wednesday os a critical compo- 
nent of any strategy to return 
more natural fire cycles to the 
West 

. tbink.tbc ni wis- 

dom now is that prescribed fire 
makes sense and you need to 
have it," ELM Dirc^r Tom Fry 
said during a break at a wildlxmd 
fire summit called by Nevada 
Gov. Kenny Guinn. 

“While it docs have its detrac- 
tors we arc past the point, 
where we arc questioning 
whether it is appropriate,” he 
said. 

Prescribed or controlled bums 
are intended to dear out under- 
brush and reduce fjrc fuel. The 
theory is several smaller con- 
trolled frres reduce the risk of a 
large, potentially catastrophic 
Crc. 

Interior Secretary Bruce 
Bobbitt suspended oil prescribed 
bushclearing fires on department 
lands until June 12 after one got 
away lost month at Los Alamos, 
N.M.. The out-of-control blaze 
scorched abour‘48.000 acres and 


left several hundred families 
homeless. 

“Los Alamos is on a lot of our 
minds as a nation,” said Bob 
-Vaught, supervisor of the 
Humboldt-Toiyabc National 
Forest in Nevada, the largest 
national forest in Lower 48 
states. 

“And yet prescribed fire is a 
necessary part of resource man-, 
agement. It Is on important ally 
we roust rely on in order to do the 
best management,” be said in a 
speech to about 200 firefighters 
and land managers at the summit. 

Babbitt is continuing the ban 
on prescribed burns on lands 
managed by the National Park 
Service. But Fry said the BLM 
would resume work June 12 on 
the prescribed fire program with 
a goal of burning 289,000 acres of 
BIM lands by the end of the year 
- up about 30 percent from last 
year. 

That includes about 8,200 acres 
in Nevada, nearly double last 
year’s figure. About 23,653 acres 
have been burned Intentionally 
on BLM lands nationwide. so for 
this year. 

“We have targets and goals but 
it*s always a very local operation 


determined by the weather and 
other things,” Fry said. 

Gov. Guinn organized the sum- 
mit in response to the cata- 
strophic wild fires that burned a 
record 1.6 million acres of 
Nevada rangeland last summer - 
on area larger than the state of 
.Delaware,.- _ - . 

“The conditions of Inst sum- 
mer still-exist. not only in 
Nevada but throughout the 
Great Basin and other Western 
states," said Bob Abbey, Nevada 
state BLM director. 

Much of the threat in Nevada 
is because of on invasive annual 
weed called chcatgrnss, which is 
taking over large areas once cov- 
ered by sagebrush. Chcatgrass 
grows fast and bums readily. 

“Wc have a pending environ- 
mental crisis on our h^ds,” said 
Guinn, a Republican who is 
chairman of natural resources 
committee for the National 
Governor’s Association. 

“Unless wc change the current 
status quo and make strides at 
reducing firc-pronc weed spedcs, 
wc can expect more frequent and 
larger fire events," he said. 

“\Vhatcvcr wc do cannot be a 
short-term solution," Guinn said. 


BOISE (AP) - The Energy

2003 as required. 

But Huntoon declined to offer 
the same assurance for meeting 
the March 31, 2003, deadline for 
the plant to begin operating. 

“Whether the construction of 
the facility can be completed in 
time to undergo testing and 


operational readiness reviews 
such that the facility is fully 
operational by the March 31, 
2003, date is questionable," 
according to the comments 
attached to her April 21 letter to 
congressional investigators. 

: The latest working timetable 
now shows operations beginning 
in November 2003, seven 
months late. 

Under the 1995 agreement 
between the state and federal 
governments, the state could 
refuse to accept any new ship- 
ments of highly radioactive 
Energy Depurtmcni waste for 
temporary storage at the Idaho 
National Engineering and 
Environmental Laboratory until 
the department is back in com- 
pliance ' with the deal.

He also pleaded innocent to 
single counts of first-degree 
attempted murder and first- 
degree robbery stemming from 
an assault on another woman 
who survived on attack on Aug. 1, 
1998. 

Yates, who appeared before 
Spokxuie County Superior Court 
Judge Gregory Sypolt. has been

arrest AprillS. 

Yates waived his right to a . . 
fpeedy trial. A trial date of May 


21, 2001, was set. 

At the prosecution's request, 
Sypolc ordered Yates held on no 
bond. He had previously been 
held in lieu of $1.5 million.

FECOS; N.M. (AP) - Firefigiu- 
ers worked Wcdn^'sday to turn 
the front edge of a 22,000-acre fire 
north toward the Pecos Wilder- 
ness and away from the main 
watcrslicd for Las Vegas, NAI. 

It’s an ambitious plan, “but I 
think it’s do-able," Van Bateman, 
incident commander for the fire, 
told a news conference Wednes- 
day. 

Ground crews with bulldozers 
cut fire lines to protect the

In 1958, the Sons and 
Daughters of Idaho Pioneers 
built a protective roof and then 
became the owners. In the early 
1990s, the cabin became the,

Miraculously, it missed all of us 
and providently wound up in the 
left upper arm of the gunner’s 
mate! 

During the gunner's mate’s 
court-martial, the executive offi- 
cer remarked, “So, you shot your- 
self.

He was reduced to third doss, 
and at the end of that patrol was 
transferred off the ship in dis- 
grace. The gunner’s mate 
“learned something,” all righi - . 
he learned that his shipmates 


could be cruel in thdir .sarcasm for .

7,000 feet before descending to the 
parched Moab Valley, 3,000 feet 
below. 

In David Crowell’s book, 
“Mountain Biking Moab," he refers 
to the Porcupine Rim as “perhaps 
the most notorious of Moab’s rides” 

. and “definitely an E-ticket ride." 
It’s no surprise he rates this trail as 
a S-plus on a scale of 1 to 5. 

It’s easy to see why because the 
landscape rises quickly on the east 
side of the Moab Volley. Sandstone 
walls and buttresses arc stacked 
otop one onother, forming n stair- 
case that leads to the snow-capped^ 
peaks of the La Sal Mountains. 

The trailhead is .located smack, in 
the middle of this ascending topog- ‘ 
raphy. It is at the end of 10 miles of 
improved roads, so most cyclists get 
there on one of the local sliuttlc ser- 
vices. 

., From the shuttle drop, the^ trail 

, climbs steeply through plnon pine, 
and ^twisted junipers for' nearly four 
miles. With.almost. 1,000 feet in clc^ 
varion, this part of the ride is a seri- 
ous aerobic workout. Cyclists must 
toil over loosc^ dirt and patches of 


slickrock broken by rock .steps. 

The climb ends on the precipitous 
edge of the vast Castle Valley. This 
convenient, rest .stop is widely 


known us High Anxiety Point. From 
the top of a sheer wndstonc wall, 
spectacular views stretch across the 
towcr-sniddcd vallQf more than 


2,500 feet below. 

After that, cyclists arc treated to a 
rollicking 10-milc descent, The trail 
loses elevation gradually nt first, but

the angle steepens after a while. 
Fortunately, it is fairly wide ami 
ullow.s a generous margin for pilot 
error. But it becomes more ileniiiml- 
ing as it unfolds. 

About halfway into the 21-milc 
ride, the landscape of gentle sl<ix>cs 
and scattered slickrock give.s way to 
a deep gash called Jacka.ss Canyon. 

The path narrows and traces a ser- 
pentine course along the canyon’s 
southern edge. Rocky, loose and 
technical, the trail (ie.sceiuis a seem- 
ingly etiiiless series of stone stair- 
steps toward the Colorado River. 
Drops of more than 2 feet arc ii. t 
uncommnn as the trail cuts through 
the broken sandstone. Kven the 
most proficient riders are forced to 
dismount now and then. 

Brooding redrock cliffs surrounds 
cyclist.s as they, press deeper, into 
the steep and narrow canyon. 

The single-track trail ends on the 
banks of the muddy Colorado River, 
but it's still si.x miles on paved roads 
hack to Moab. Peddling the final, 
easy miles provides a good cool- 
down and time to reflect on one of 
Utah’s best t-wo-wheeled advL-n- 
tures.

Hooked on pan-fried trout 


EUGENE. Ore. (AP) - 
McKenzie River guides say the 
tns(iu.st rainbow trout you’ll ever 
eut arc pnn-fried over a campfire 
and served for lunch daily dur.. 
ing trout season on the banks of 
the McKenzie River. 

"I guide hard-core fishermen 
and people just out there having 
a good time, and nil of them say 
that half the trip is the fish fry at 
noon,” guide Greg White said. 

Thu guides charge anywhere 
from $225 lo $300 to take either 
one or two anglers for a day of 
fishing from a McKenzie drift 
boat. 

Trout caught in the morning 
arc fried for lunch as part of a 
tradition that extends hack to 
the lime that guiding began on 
this river. 

There’s one hig difference in 
the guides' cooking techniques, 
however. Some skin their trout 
and others don't. 

White pan-fries trout the way 
his great-granddad did and the 
way most people do - with the 
skin intact. 

Meanwhile, the sons and 
grandsons of Prince Helfrich, 
one of chc men who first popu- 
larized guided trip.s in the -1920s, * 
skin their fish using an unusual

technique. They say removing 
the skin improves the trout’s fla- 

The fish that arc caught .and 
eaten' arc raised in the Oregon 
Department of Fish and' 
Wildlife’s Lcabiirg trout hatch- 
ery and arc stocked ip the river 
by boat. 

These “planters” have tails 
made ragged by the nipping of 
the other fish in the hatchery’s 
crowded ponds. 

Stocked fish can be identified 
po.sltivcly by the lack of an adi- 
po.se fin, normally located on the 
trout’s back between the dorsal 
fin and rail. This small fin is 
dipped off at chc hatchery as an 
aidtoidcmificadon. 

Tlie McKenzie’s wild rainbow, 
cutthroat and bull trout - any 
trout with adipose fins intact - 
must be rclc.'ised unharmed. 

With the Department of Fish 
and Wildlife releasing nearly 
400.000 legal-size trout a year 
into the waters of the South 
Willamette Watershed - 154,500 


into the McKenzie alone - guide 
Dc.in Helfrich said the fishing is 
better now than when he staned 
guiding in.tiic 1950s. 

Furthermore, he said, "Of all 
— of the r iver s-ISre-bee n 'o n and 
cooked fish - and I’ve been on a 
lot of them - the McKenzie 
hatchery rainbows are one of the 
best eating of the entire bunch." 

Helfrich attributes this to a 
diet supplement, synthetic 
astaxonthin, the Lcaburg hatclt- 
cry has been feeding its trout 
since 1997. 

Astaxanthin is a red-orange 
pigment that fish acquire natu- 
rally by feeding on shrimp and 
aquatic insects. 

Trout that don’t cat a diet rich 
in astaxanthin have almond<ol- 
ored flesh. The addition of man- 
made astaxantiiin to the diet of 
hatchery rainbows causes them 
to develop a redder band on 
their sides and meat of a pink or 
orange hue. 

Hatchery Manager Tim 
Wright believes that trout fed 


astaxanthin have a better flavor, 
although he acknowledges that 
the flavor difference may actual- 
ly be a matter of better eye 
appeal. 

Jeff Zillcr, the state’s chief 
fish biologist for the South 
Willamette Watershed District, 
said his favorite way of cooking 
trout is to first catch and clean a 
fish, build a fire, cut a willow 
Slick and roast the trout. 

“I run the stick through the 
mouth and then sharpen the end 
and poke it back into the meat 
at the tail end of the fish. Take a 
couple of short little pieces of 
stick and punch it down through 
the sides so it closes up the body 
coviiy. and then I just roast it 
like a wic-ncr on the fire," 2illc^ 
said. 

Docs he put any seasoning on 
the fish? “None. Zero,” Zillcr 
replies, explaining that an angler 
doesn’t normally carry salt. 

"It kind of gets a smoky taste 
to it." he said of trout cooked by 
his primitive method. "If you’ve 
'ever bomi in the hi^ lakes and 
eaten flsh out of a hi^ lake that 
way, you’ll swear it’s the best 
fish you ever hod in your life. 
And I’ve done it on the 
McKenzie, too.”
